Ralph Jennings Honored 
At Gold Rush ’80 June 7 - 8 


Pictured above is the archi¬ 
tects conception of the new 
parish house to be built by 
the Vestry of the Church of 
the Ascencion as it was pub¬ 
lished in the Sierra Madre 
News on April 28, 1922. The 
church itself was declared a 
Historical Monument in the 
nation several years ago. 
The following is the story as 
published on the date above 
mentioned with the head¬ 
lines . . “Parish House To 
Be Erected This Summer’’ 
. . . the story goes forth: 

"Immediate erection of a 
parish hou.se will be under¬ 
taken by the vestry of the 
Church of the Ascension. 
Plans under which the ves¬ 
try have been authorized to 
proceed call for a building 
about 36 x 70 feet and cost¬ 


ing $7,0(W. The building will 
provide quarters for social 
events and for the various 
activities of the parish out¬ 
side of the stated religious 
services. 

It is expected, according to 
Dean W. C. Shaw, that 
ground will be broken for 
Ihc now building on June 
10. It is expected that this 
will be made a gala (x?casioii 
with a number of men con¬ 
tributing a day’s labor to¬ 
ward exvacation of the 
basement and the ladies of 
the parish furnishing lunch 
eon. 

The accompanying illustra¬ 
tion gives an idea of the 
general plan of the building 
which will stand to the east 
of the church building. In 


addition to the main audi 
torlum there will be a large 
guild room and a well eq,uip- 
ped kitchen. 

The purposes for which 
the parish house will be used 
are manifold and such as 
will meet the lequirements 
of an up-to-date parish wo-rk. 
With a fully provided kit¬ 
chen, parish dinners may be 
given at intervals. The audi¬ 
torium provides a meeting 
place for all sorts of parish 
meetings and activities. So¬ 
cial meeting of varioius 
characters may be held and 
the boys will be provided 
with a suitable place where 
they may meet for all activi¬ 
ties that boys like. It will 
provide a general meeting 
place and in the end answer 
many requirements.

A new, unique dredger de¬ 
veloped by a Sierra Madre 
man to make gold panning 
simpler and more successful 
will be demonstrated at Gold 
Rush ’80, the world’s first in¬ 
ternational gold exposition, 
on June 7 and 8 at Los An¬ 
geles County Fairgrounds in 
Pomona. y 

The device, named the 
"Gold Venture,” was de¬ 
veloped by Ralph Jennings 
of ^42 Camillo Street after 
years of seeking to increase 
his owm prospecting success. 
Jennings’ determina t i o n, 
plus his knowledge of ma¬ 
chining, as founder - owner 
of Jennings Sheet Me t a 1 
Company in Altadena, ulti¬ 
mately produced the “Gold 
Venture.” today one of the 
most talkcd-about advances 
in gold prospecting. 

According to Jennings, one 
of the first “Gold Venture” 
units sold is now being used 
"to pull gold rings and coins 
out of a river in Northern 
California.”

Thousands of California 
wage earners covered by 
State Disability Insurance 
forgot to claim theii 80 per 
cent refund when filing their 
State income tax returns this 
year. 

The Franchise Tax Board 
estimates that $100 million 
of the $528 million available 
lor refund may go un¬ 
claimed unles.s wage earners 
recheck their W-2 forms and 
t.ax returns for 107:0 and file 
lor the refund. 

.Seventy per cant of all re¬ 
turns were expected to have 
tlic SDI refund, according to 
esiimates. With most refund 
returns now procc.ssed, de¬ 
partment records show only 
50 per cent claimed the re¬ 
fund. 

Acting Executive Officer 
William G. Mackey said that 
many wage earners over¬ 
looked the 80 per cent re¬ 
bate alloweei on SDI with¬ 
held from their salaries in 
1979. 

For a fully covered work 
or, the maximum refund 
coidd be $91. For a married 
couple, both covered by SDI 
and earning more than $11,- 
400 each, the refund would 
trial .$182. 

The department first noted 
wage earners were failing to 
claim the refund on returns 
filed early in the filing per¬ 


iod and a.sked them to wait 
a while before ending in an 
amended return. 

"Wait no longer,” said 
Mackey. The department is 
prepared to process amended 
returns and would like to 
finish them before June 30. 

Wage earners who think 
they may have overlookt'd 
Die ivf'.ind should fiisi rherk 
their 1979 W-2 form to de¬ 
termine that CASDI or SDI 
was withheld. It would have 
been one per cent of the 
v/ages earned with a maxi¬ 
mum of $114. Employers are 
lequired to withhold only on 
the first $11,400 earned in 
Die year. 

Next, asid Mackey, take a 
look at line 54B of the 1979 
State Income Tax Return 
Form 540. If you had SDI 
wilheld but did not claim an 
80 per cent return of the 
amount withheld, file an 
amended State return 540X. 

Taxpayers can get a 540X 
by calling the department’s 
toll-free number in the tele¬ 
phone bock. 

Mackey had one final .sug¬ 
gestion. If yo-u air e a d y 
claimed the SDI refund, don’t 
claim it again. That makes 
unnecessary work for every- 
body.

Taxpayers Late 
With Their 
State Returns 

With income tax filing 
deadiine just five days away, 
only half of the expected 
10.4 million .State income tax 
leturns have arrived, the 
Franchise Tax Board has re¬ 
ported. 

The last minute taxpayer 
expecting a .State refund will 
wait longer than usual this 
year. Operations Chief James 
Gentz said today. 

Gentz said the delay wih 
be a result of the late filing 
and the higher than usuai 
rale of taxpayer errors. Ta.x- 
payers expecting refu n d s 
.should wait at lesist twelve 
weeks before following up. 

While the error rate has 
declined somewhat from the 
the 40 per cent appearing on 
returns filed earlier this 
year, it remains very high, 
Gentz said. 

Taxpayers continue to for¬ 
get to sign returns or to at¬ 
tach W-2 forms, are not us¬ 
ing the time - saving label, 
are claiming themselves as 
dependents in order to quali¬ 
fy as head of household, are 
forgetting to claim the stan¬ 
dard deduction before deter¬ 
mining their tax from the 
table, are still overlooking 
the 80 per cent refund or 
State Disability Insurance 
and are using the 540RC 
i-enter’s credit form instead 
of the Form 540 for filing 
their tax return when the 
return involves more than 
just a renter’s credit. 

Gentz again reminded tax¬ 
payers to read the in^ruc- 
tions and do a final check on 
the return before mailing it 
off.

Plant Closures, Cutbacks

If something creates a problem for society, make It 
legally impractical. That is the approach being taken by 
Congress and various state legislatures regarding business 
cutbacks and plant closures during the economic crunch. 
California is considering two measures directed that way: 
SB 1494 (Roberti, ot al) and AJR 70 (Fenton). Both have 
received extensive hearings and are scheduled for more 
ruing the interim recess (September December). SB 1494 
doesn’t appear to have much chance of passage, but its 
presence .should constitute a call for business involve¬ 
ment. Support for tliese plans originated with the United 
Auto Workers, but it seems to toe spreading. 

The problems created for workers and commiuiities 
whem a business can no longer continue operating at full 
speed, if at all, are very real; however, the solutions of¬ 
fered don’t sound like solutions at all — not to the busi¬ 
ness community. 

Elvery proposal has its unique aspects, but generaliy, 
these provisions show up in one form or another; 

— up to two years notice required prior to closure or 
15 per cent cutback; 

— an economic impact report prepared by employer; 

— severance pay to terminated employees (usually 
equal to average weekly wage times years worked); 

— continuation of health plan benefits for one year; 

and 

— compensation to local community equal to 85 - 100 
per cent of last taxes. 

While short-term relief might come in certain instances 
under such plans, the ultimate result would be a ciecllne 
in available employment because of California’s unat¬ 
tract ivene.ss as a business location. If a punitive plan like 
this is passed at the federal level, the result would be 
equally sad, only on a much larger scale. 

’The Cliamber is opposed to SSB 1494 and to the idea 
of writing into statutes the type of sanctioiis proposed by 
most of these bills. Instead of treating symptoms or looking 
for .someone to bear the economic burden for a common 
problem, government should direct its efforts to rooting 
out the causes for plant cutbacks and closures, then deal 
with those. Many contribuing problems are government- 
caused; the time has come for those to be eliminated. 

Business action is needed on this issue; protests should 
be voiced to both state and federal elected representa¬ 
tives. ’The California interim hearings could set the tone 
for 1981 legislation, so use those meetings to personally 
express your opposition to penalties for plant cutbacks 
or closures. 


Liter Meter At Pumps 

All California gasoline pumps must show the total 
price of sale of gasoline by July 1. To do this most service 
stations are expected to convert their price-measuring de¬ 
vices from gallons to liters according to the Division of 
Measurements Standands. 

There are 3.785 liters to a gallon. As a comparison, if 
the meter reads 31.7 cents per liter, the customer would 
be paying $1.20 per gallon. 'The law on total pricing for 
gasoline was temporarily suspended when gas prices rose 
to $1 a gallon. The July 1 deadline for compliance with 
the law will not be extended according to the DMS. 

A survey by the DMS indicates that 70 per cent of 
the state’s g.a.s .stations have either made the conversion 
or have the necessary parts coming to them soon. 

Non-ccmpiance with the full pricing law can result 
in so-called ‘red-tagging" a gas pump which halts usage 
of the pump until compliance is aohiev-ed. 

A related bill, AB 2758 (Leonard), which requires serv¬ 
ice stations to permanently display a gallon-to-liter con¬ 
version tabie howlng quantity and price equivalents, is 
set for hearing in Senate Business and Prolessions May 
28. The biil is sponsored by the Southern California Auto¬ 
mobile Club to avoid “potential abuse and overcharging 
to the public who might lack familiarity with the ratio of 
gallons to liters," according to Leonard. 

Current law provides for the display of the conver¬ 
sion tabie, but is scheduled for automatic repeal on Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1981. 

Tax On Unsecured Roll 

’The California Supreme Court has agreed to hear two 
ca-ses regarding whether pre- or post-Proposition 13 rates 
were to be imposed on 1978-79 unsecured properties. Twe 
cast's have been decided In the California Court of Appealss 
in favor of the taxpayers. 

Had the Supreme Court denied hearing the cases, the 
decision would have been final and refunds would be due 
taxpayers this year. Tire Los Angeles la.w firm of Elvans, 
Manpearl and Harter believes acceptanct' of these cases 
at the very least postpones final decision until some¬ 
time early in 1981. 

Action Needed On Bill 

SB 1304 (Presley) will be at the mercy of Assembly 
Criminal Justice June 2. The Cliamber - supported bill, 
which allows a merchant to detain shoplifters and search 
packages and purses and authorizes police to conduct a 
full search at the scene prior to arrest, passed the Senate 
20 - 0 in April. It wont be as ea.sy in the Assembly. The 
recent Zelinski decision by the California Supreme Court 
restricted a merchant’s right to search. Currant law bars 
any police search. Tiie Chamber’s Anti-Crime Committee 
■believes these laws protect thieves and it’s time they were 
changed. 

Write the members of Assembly Criminal Justice and 
urge their yes vote on SB 1304; iMcVittie, Knox, Alatorre, 
W. Brown, Bergeson, Harris, Johnson, Levine and Stirling.
